Against the Alameda Water Com­ 


pany for Shutting off 


the W a # . 


Water Not Free. 


Several years 
ago when the late 
Moses Hopkins took hold of the Ala­ 
meda Water Company of Berkeley, he 
found it necessary to secure 
other 
water rights than those he was then pos­ 
sessed of. 
Mr. Berryman had just 
what he wanted and negotiations were 
commenced between he and Mr. Hop­ 
kins, 
whereby, the Alameda Water 
Company could secure the water rights 
owned by Mr. Berryman. 
T h e matter 


was finally settled with the stipulation 
that the Berrymans 
should have in 
perpetuity a supply of water sufficient 


for their uses free of charge. 


During the time which has elapsed 
since this alleged agreement was drawn 
up the Berrymans have drawn 
water 
from the mains of the Alameda Water 
Company 
according to what 
they 
needed and have never been disturbed 


by the bill collector. Even when wate r 
was scarce a year ago, the Berrymans 
were not notified to quit watering their 
lawns as was the general public. 


A short 
time ago, however, Mrs. 
Berryman was surprised to have a bill 
presented for the water she had used, 
but she paid no attention to it. T h e 
company then, in accordance with its 
rules, notified the lady that il the bill 


was not paid in a certain time the 
water would be turned off. Mrs. Berry­ 
man, feeling safe in the stipulation 
made years ago, did not pay the bill, 
and the company 
did turn off the 
water. 


Now Mrs. Berryman will seek relief 
in the Courts and ask that she be given 
the water necessary for her wants, and 
that the company be restrained 
Irom 
sending her any more bills for the 
same. 


Both the ladies are wealthy and the 
case will be watched with considerable 
interest.

President Richards made the follow­ 


ing report to the Board of Trustees on 
Friday night last in relation to the 
Town Hall: 


At the meeting of the Board,' four 
weeks ago, it was decided to take no 
immediate steps toward the further im­ 
provement of the Town Hall owing tc 
the possible deficiency in the general 
fund 
that 
might 
exist in the near 
future. 
During the past four weeks 
the need for more 
room and, proper 
^accommodations for the various de­ 
partments have pressed upon me more 
than ever before. 


In the roora formerly ooccupied by 
the Marshal alone, have been crowded 
three important 
departments of our | 
town government, viz: Marshal, Super­ 
intendent of Streets and 
Engineer. 
People are constantly 
calling at this 
office on business with some of these 
officials. 
T h e conversation carried on 
in the office with any one official nat 
uially draws the attention of the others 
more or less from their work. 
It is 
impossible for the Superintendent of 
Streets to concentrate his mind 
upon 
the complicated work of fitaking an 
assessment roll, while a conversation is 
carried on around him. 
T h e same re­ 
mark applies equally to each of the 
other officers. It is utterly impjssible 
to conduct the business of the town of 
Berkeley with the proper degree of 
efficiency or dignity while three prom­ 
inent departments are crowded 
into 
one small room. 
I am unable to see 


how any changes can be made in the 
rooms at our disposal which would 
remedy the matter. 


I would, therefore, recommend that 
the Board award the contract for fit 
ting up the Town Hall to the lowest 
responsible bidder. 


Your chairman has reasonable as 
surances that Oxford street from Center 
street to Allston way will be fully im­ 
proved at once, from curb to curb. 
This will put in good condition a block 
that has been, for years, a disgrace to 
Berkeley. 


Your chairman has had several inter 
views with the diflerent water companies 
relating to the better 
supply of the 
various parts of Berkeley with water. 
In West Berkeley this has become a 
serious matter. 
T h e Health 
Officer 
has ordered several connections 
with 
sewers to be made, but there is not 
sufticent water to flush the closets. 


The Alameda 
1 Water Co. has assured 
me that if it does not succeed 
within 
the next six weeks in developing suffi- 
cent water to supply the whole of Ber­ 
keley, it will confine its operations t o 
such a part of the Town as it can supply 
well, and abandon the balance ol the 
Territory to another company. 


The Contra Costa Water Company 
stand ready to occupy the ground as 
soon as the Alameda Waler Company 
will yield its claim. 
This will biing us 
to the question of securing a compre 
hension system of water mains through 
our streets, that will give ample facilities 


for 
locating fire hydrants, as well as 
supplying water to our citizens. 


I have asked the T o w n Engineer 
and Superintendent of streets to pre­ 
pare a careful estimate of the number 


of miles of six inch and four inch pipe, 
as will be necessary to meet the needs 


of the Town. 


I know of no more important factor 
in the fujther developement of Berke­ 


ley 
than a thorough re-adjustment of 
our waler supply, which shall ai once 
supply the wants of private consumers 
and give ample protection against fire. 


T h e balance on hand in the General 
Fund at this date is $10,064.89 and in 
the Road Fund is $2041.97.

Gumersindo Foreste, Manuel Besosa, 
Sotera Figueroaf E. Castro and E. 
Molina. 
Dr. Henna, in an eloquent 
speech, recited the wrong' to which 
Porto Rico is subjected under Spanish 
rule and said: "Porto 
Rico has been 
for 400 years under the subjugation of 
Spain. Y o u know the history of Spain's 
oppression, and we all know how she 
conducts her colonies. 
It is about 
time to call a halt to the misgovern 
ment of the people, for the people and 
by the people. 
This is the cry of our 
brothers in Porto Rico, and we are to 
plan the best way to undertake the 
needed change in government" 


Senor Rivas, the publisher of E l 
Deber, a revolutionary newspaper in 
this city, was the next speaker. H e 
pictured the oppressed condition of the 
Porto Ricans, who are asking for free­ 
dom all over the island, and told of 
the great struggle the Cubans are mak­ 
ing to secure their independence. 


Continuing, he said: 
" T h e Cuban 
war 
has attained 
formidable 
propor­ 
tions. 
Now our turn has come. O u r 
brothers in the island are well organ­ 
ized, and if, we follow their 
example 
we are bound to succeed. 


"Despite all the precaution 
Spain 
may take to guard her ports and watch 
our coasts, our expeditions will land at 
the given moment agreed for the fight, 
and when the cry for independence, is 
raised our brothers will be in the field 
ready to win or die."

No Adjournment 


Washington, Dec. 23~-Tbe Ways 
and Means Committee of the House 
met at" 11 o'clock today, to take formal--' 
steps toward the preparation of a rev­ 
enue bill. 
Thirteen members were 
present. 
Discussion did not reach the 
question of the plan which would be 
brought in, but was confined to the 
policy of having Congress remain in 
session, which, -as outlined by these 
dispatches, has already been deter­ 
mined on by the Republican leaders. 


By way of reply to President Cleve­ 
land's request that Congress should not 
adjoum, a resolution was presented by 
Mr. Payne of New York. It declared 
it was the sense of the committee that. 
it was inexpedient for the two houses 
to adjourn for the holiday recess, and 
that-further consideration of the motion . 
for a holiday adjournment should be •'• 
postponed for the present 


Dingley was authorized to make a 
statement ta the House. 
The com­ 
mittee was assured by Dingley that a 
bill could be brought before the House 
within a very short time. 
Although 
this was not mentioned in the meeting, 
it is understood to be the programme 
of the leaders to# present a bill to the 
full committee on the day aiter Christ- 
, 
mas, and perhaps bring it before.the 
House on the same day. 
For. this 
purpose the Republicans of the. cot»r 
mittee will go into conference at once* 
The bill will combine a tariff advance 
for revenue and a bond bill along the 
along the lines of that introduced by 
Reed in the last Congress.

Bailey, upon the wants and needs of 
Berkeley, a few days since, that gentle­ 
man gave ye editor several suggestions 
that we shall make use of in future 
numbers, in reference to what would 
be of great benefit to Berkeley. 
He 
has land in every section of Berkeley 


• and is constantly making the rounds 
among property owners, thereby gain­ 


ing a knowledge of what they think 
should be done for the best interests 


of the town. From what he has learned 


. from everyday contact with people 


who own homes in Berkeley and from 
his own knowledge, he thinks that it is 
a waste of money to put sewers into 


- the different 
streets until after the 
town has an improved water system, 
and especially is this applicable to 
West Berkeley, the greater portion of 
which has to depend entirely upon 
i*ells lor its water supply. 
Mr. Bailey 
thinks, and his reasons are good, that 
the sewers laid in these sections are 
just underground cesspools that are a 
menace to the health of the com 


ty, as there are no means of 


any State in the Union, and much of 
it has been used in the construction of 
some of the finest and most costly 
buildings in the State. 
In San Ber­ 
nardino county there is at Mentone a 
sandstone quarry that is' producing 
stone that has no> equal anywhere for 
building purposes, and it is being used 
in the construction of the $300,000 
court house that is now approaching 
completion at San Bernardino. 
It 
has also been used in most of the 
larger buildings recently erected in Los 
Angeles and San Diego. 
At Colton, 
in San Bernardino county, there is a 
mountain of solid marble that has been 
extensively used for building purposes. 


The stairways and all the marble work 
in the elegant Academy of Sciences 
building in San Francisco is from the 
Colton quarries. 
At ^Sesepe^ Ventura 
county, there is fine building stone that 


is being used in all parts of the State. 


If private enterprise can use the Cal 
ifornia building stone, there is no rea­ 
son why the State cannot do so also 


We boast that we have everything in 
the confines of our State, and the boast 


is true, but when we have use for some 


of our products there always seems to 
be a feeling in some quarters that our 
products are not good enough, and | 
that we must send to some other Stale 


for what we want. 


We hope that the Governor and the 
Harbor Commissioners will see to it 
that only California stone is used in 
the construction of the ferry depot, so 
that when the people from the" East 
land there from the ferry boats to set 
foot in San Francisco, their friends can 
point with pride to the depot and say 
"That is built entirely of California 
materials."

are compelled to change cars at that 
point'and sometimes they have quite a 
little while to wait, and when the 
trains do come along the seats are all, 
or nearly all, occupied and the West 
Berkeley people are compelled in case 


of a family traveling to scatter them­ 
selves all over the train or else stand 
up until they reach the mole. To 
obviate this Mr. Bailey has suggested 
that the West Berkeley train be run 
the same as the East Berkeley train, 
directly from the wharf, and that it 
be the local stopping at all stations 
until Shell Mound is reached, and 
that tile Berkeley train 
run right 
through without any stops until Golden 
Gate is reached. 
This suggestion Mr. 
Bailey has made in person to the Rail­ 
road Company and they have promised 
to consider it.

D a n c i n g Mice.
